A Naval Ceremony That Is Not What It 


T7sed to Bo. 


In the old navy, when United States 


ships were actually ships with yards, 
the bos'n's mate's call, "All hands 
cheer ship 1" was followed by a muoh 
more picturesque ceremony than is pos- 
sible now, when the vessels of the navy 
ore fitted with but a single yard and 
that only used for signaling. At the 
word of command "Man the yards I" 
there was an amount of aorobatia scur- 
rying on the main decks of the old ships 
that was calculated to make the ship 
visitor hold bis breath, the thing look- 
ed so dangerous. The men forward in 
bluejacket uniform would fuirly leap 
up the rope-ladders, and almost by the 
time the eqboes of the command had 
died away every yard on each mast 
would support scores of men nnd boys, 
all standing erect, most of them only 
held up by the crossed arms of the men 
beside them. This representation of a 
cross was held by all ot the men, and 
it was their business to stand thus with 
absolute statneisqueness. Then the com- 
mand "Cheer ship!" would be bawled 
out on deck by ihe chief bos'n's mate, 
and there would be a yell from cathead 
to mizzen that couldn't help but warm 
the blood of everybody within hearing 
of it. When the men mnnned the yards 
with all sail except topsails and stunsails 
set, such a picture was really beautiful, 
the men's uniforms of blue standing out 
in sapphireliko contrast to the cameo 
whiteness of the shrouds. This was a 
ceremony on all formal occasions, suoh 
as the visit aboard the old ships of dis- 
tinguished men. And "Man the yards!" 
and "Cheer ship!" were commands al- 
ways given when one of the old clippers 
of the United States navy was either de- 
parting for or arriving from a foreign 
station.—Washington Star.

METHODS. 


Washington dispatches say that deep 


politics is beintt played just now to 
•are Secretary Alger from impeach- 
ment and lasting disgrace. The opin- 
ion la general that Alger'a method of 
conducting the war should be investi- 
gated. Those who do not want an in- 
vestlgation simply for the purpose of 
whitewashing the Secretary, say that a 
Congressional Committee composed of 
men of alt political parties should con- 
el act the investigation. 


It la understood that Alger intends 


to leave the Cabinet and the President 
intends to make an opening through 
which he can get out. This can be 
done by appointing Senator McMillan 
of Michigan Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James, and have Alger appointed 
Senator from 
Michigan to fill the 


vacancy. The President, who is now 
absent from Washington, is to consult 
with Mr. Hanna on the subject and if 
it is satisfactory to the great Ohio 
boodler, McMillan will go to England. 


The President realizes that horrible 


blunders resulting in the loss of many 
lives hare been made by the War De- 
partment. There are no less than 12,- 
000 soldiers on the sick list and all re- 
ports are to the effect that the men, 
who volunteered to flghfc for their 
country, have been outrageously mis 
treated. Great military campa have 
been established in unhealthy locali- 
ties for the benefit of favorites, who 
had a "pull" at Washington. The 
health and the lives of the soldiers were 
not taken into consideration. 
Camp 


were established for the benefit ol 
favorites who had lands to lease and 
railroads which bad claims on the Ad- 
ministration. 
Camp Merritt, which 


incapacitated hundreds of able bodiec 
men in a few weeka and created the 
impression abroad that San Francisco 
is one of the moet unhealthy cities it 
the United States, wns located to ob 
lige the street railroads, which have 
lines in that vicinity and not unti 
public sentiment demanded its aband 
otiment, were the troops removed from 
the pest hole to a healthy locality 
Camp Alger, near Washington, which 
bad nothing to commend it and much 
to condemn it as 
H camp site, was 


leased to the Government at $6,000 a 
month, and the largest contracts for 
fnruishing uniforms to the volunteers 
wure let to firms m which relatives o 
men high in the councils of the Ad 
ministration were silent partners. 


It was evident from the beginning 


that the war with Spain would bo o 
short duration and the spoilsmen wer 
intent on milking as much money a 
possible out of it, regardless of conse 
quenees to the troops, while it did last 
All parties in Congress patrioticollj 
voted to furnish the Administration 
with all the men and money it required 
to prosecute the war, but the War De 
part merit, could not rise above partisan 
i)m and took particular care that only

the AdminUtraUor 


should receive any of tho spoils, anc 
the health and the lives of tbe brave 
men who responded to the call for vol 
unteera were sacrificed to make pe 
politicians millionaires. 


man Dixon of Sacramento in address- 
ing the convention said the gold Re- 
publicans had left the party for pelf 
and plunder. 


Tbe convention adopted the financial 


plank of the 
California Republican 


Convention of 1896, which declared for 
the free coinage of gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to J, proving that the 
gold Republicans had abandoned prin- 
ciple and left the party and that the 
Silver Republicans were the true Re- 
publicans of California.

A eynopois of the statistical ropor 


of the Inter-State Commerce Commis 
•ion for the fiscal year ended June SO 
1898, was published in Sunday's issn 
of the JOURNAL. It shows that over 7 
per cent of the capital stock, $867,950, 
840 of the funded debt and $615,259, 
989 of mortgage bonds paid no inter 
eat. 


There was a decrease of 22,327,539 in 


the passengers carried during tbe yea 
and tbe number of tons of freight car 
ried was 24,185,439 less than in the yea 
previous. There was a decrease of $28 
079,603 iu tbe gross earnings, and a de 
crease of $20,464,280 in operating ex 
penaes. The number of men employe 
laat year was less than iu the pre 
ceding year end the compensation wa 
$3,222,550 less than in 1806. 


These statistics, which are authentic 


•how that the great waves of prosperity, 
which are said to be sweeping over the 
country, exist only in tho imagination 
of Mr. Hanna's men. The railroads 
furnish the best business barometer in 
the country. 
When the people are 


prosperous they travel much more than 
when they are not and when business 
is lively there is more freight carried 
by railroads than during periods of de- 
pression.
